Arch Enemy of Boss Murphy Tells 
Prisoners He Expects Punish- 
ment “‘if Disobedient.”’ 


PLANS TO TAKE ALL HARD KNOCKS 


Auburn, N. Y., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—Charies 
¥. Murphy's arch enemy, Thomas Mott Os- 
borne of Auburn, will enter Auburn prison 
tomorrow to serve a sentence as a “’ convict.” 
Tammany, however, will do well not to re- 
joice, because Mr. Osborne expects to be out 
goon and fighting the machine again. 

In @ talk to the ccnvicts at chapel today Mr. 
Osborne, as chairman of the New York state 
commission on prison reform, astonished the 
gray brotherhood by announcing that he wil 
begin tomorrow to serve a self-imposed se1- 
tence for the purpose of psychological re- 
search. 

Mr. Osborne’s commission, named by Gov. 
Sulzer last summer, and including Miss Mar- 
garet Wilson among those named, is investi- 
gating reform and its studies are expected to 
result in legislation on the subject next year. 

In the present experiment Mr. Osborne wiil 
reosive the same treatment as a convicced 
felon. He stated that if his conduct war- 
ranted it, he should be put in the dungeon 

ed, as any fractious inmate.

BOTH ARELYNCHED 


Second of Brothers Hanged 
While State Troops Detrain 
at Harriston, Miss. 


SHERIFF AMONG VICTIMS 


Youths Shoot Down Members of 
Crew and Attack Sleeper Filled 
with Passengers, 


SLAIN AFTER DESPERATE BATTLE 


Harriston, Miss.. Sept. 28—Twp drug 
crazed mulatto boys, brothers, began a reign 


,of murder here this morning that ended only 


after three white men, four negro men, and 
@ negro woman had been killed, twenty per- 
sons wounded, and the two boys lynched. 

A serious clash between the race’ was pre- 
vented py the arrival on a special train of a 
company of state troops from Natchez. 

The troubie started about 2 o’clock this 
morning and continued intermittently unicil 
10 o'clock this morning, when Walter Jones, 
the eldest of the two boys who started the 
firing, was lynched just after the soldiers 
arrived. His brother, Will Jones, had been 
shot and killed by citizens earlier in the day. 

Citizens of the town, who had barricaded 
themselves in their homes, began cautiously 
to emerge at 10 o’clock from their hidirg 
places and by noon the town was quiet. No 
more trouble is feared. 


List of Slain. 

The white men killed were: 

Sherif G. B. Hammett of Jefferson 
county; shot while leading a posse to 
where the Jones brothers were hiding. 

Frank Kienstly; shot at his home, 
after being called to the door. 

Claude Freeman of Fayette, Miss.; shot 
at the railway station while awaiting 
a train. 

The negroes Killed, besides the Jones 
brothers, were Johanna Aixen, Tom 
Weeks, Jesse Thompson, and Thead 
Grayson, 

The body of Teller Warren, a negro, was 
found in a hut in the negro quarter. Evi- 
dently Warren was one of the first victims, 
but just when he was shot is not known. 

The shooting was started by Walter Jones, 
aged 20, in the nogro quarter, where the 
negro woman and Thead Grayson were shot 
and killed. Walter then went to the home 
of his mother and aroused his 18 year old 
brother, Together they proceeded through 
the main street of the little town, firing at 
everyone in sight. 

The two boys, soon after leaving their 
home, went to the home of former Constable 
Frank Keinstly, and when he responded to 
their call to come out he was shot through 
the head by Walter Jones. Keinstly’s son 
William, saw his father fall and reached fora 
gun, but before he could fire he received a 
bullet in one of his hands. 


Open Fire Upon Train. 

The Yazoo and Mississippi Valley depot is 
near the Keinstly home and the two negroes 
walked in that direction. A train had ar- 
rived from Natchez a few moments before 
and Conductor E. B. Appleby was standing 
at the station talking to Flagman W. C. 
Bond. Without warning the two negroes 
fired on them and both fell. 

Then the negroes directed their fire at 
Claude Freeman, who was waiting for a train 
to take him to his home at Fayette, Miss. He 
was instantly killed. The negroes then fired 
into the train, terrorizing the passengers. 

A sleeping car from Natchez is left every 
night at Harrison until the through train 
from Memphis to New Orleansarrives. After 
the train from Natchez had departed this car 
was a target for the fire of the two negroes. 
While many windows were broken, no occu- 
pant of the car was hurt. : 

The two negroes made their way*to a cot- 
tonseed house near by to make their last 
stand. . 


Sheriff Shot on Arrival 

Frightened citizens by this time had tele- 
phoned for Sheriff Hammett at Fayette. 
summoning former Sheriff Gillis to acccm- 
pany him, Hammett started for Harriston 
on horseback, arriving about 5 o'clock. A 
gmall crowd of men was firing into the seed- 
house, but no one had ventured to lead the 
posse to the place. Taking a few men with 
him, Sheriff Hammett, heavily armed, start- 
ed towards the seedhouse, whereupon Wal- 
ter Jones went to the tall grass near by and 
as Hammett approached the negro fired, kill- 
ing him instantly. A shot from the seed- 
house brought down former Sheriff Gillis. 

Fa:imers came pouring in from every direc- 
tion. A general fusillade of shots was di- 
rected at the seedhouse. A call was sent to 
Gov. Brewer for troops. 

Finding his hiding place too precarious, 
Will Jones started to run towards a coal 
chute near by, but had gone only a few 
steps when a bullet ended his life. A rope 
was placed around the body, it was strung 
up to a telegraph pole near the station, and 
became a target for every one not shooting 
at the seedhouse. 

Soon after Will Jones was killed Walter 
Jones picked Tom Weeks, a negro, off the 
coal chute by his deadly aim. Weeks fell to 
the ground dead. 


Lynched as Troops Detrain. 

Not long after Weeks was killed the special 
train bearing the Natchez troops arrived. 
While the soldiers were detraining the crowd 
rushed the seedhouse. . 

Not a shot greeted them and ag the leaders 
went into the place they found Walter Jones 
unnerved but not injured. They quickly 
placed a rope around his neck and rushed him 
to the coal chute. As the negro was drawn 
up the rope broke and he fell heavily to 
the ground. Not a word or act of protest 
came from Jones when a larger rope was 
drawn around his neck and again he was

Mottoes Lend Pathos to Scene. 

The mottoes on the wall of the church 
seemed to lend pathos to the thought that 
the pastor and congregation are to be forced 
to vacate. The motto over the pulpit reads: 
* Behold, I have set before you an open 
door,” Rev. 3, 8. Another is: “ Him that 
cometh unto Me I will in nowise cast out,” 
John 6, 37. 

The electric light in front of the church 
spells ‘‘Hope.” The soloist sandg ‘ Lead, 
Kindly Light, Amid the Encircling Gloom.” 

The minister prayed with a breaking 
voice and wiped the tears from his eyes. 

But as the audience came in each person 
was handed a pamphlet entitled, “‘ A Crisis in 
Methodism,”’ in which high officials in the 
church were spoken of as having “ itching 
palms for the money the property would 
bring,’’ and the warning was uttered, '‘ that 
officials who persist in the practice of pulling 
down must be deposed and men of clearer 
vision and nobler purpose must be substi- 
tuted.’’ 


; Names Are Mentioned. 

Bishop W. F. McDoweii, the . esident bish- 
op in Chicago and the president of tne Rock 
River conierence; the Rev. James Rowe, cor- 
résponding secretary; and James B. Hobbs, 
president of the Chicago Home Missionary 
and Church Extension society, were singied 
Out as representatives of the policy which 
the pastor and his officials were denouncing 
ag ‘'a@ breach of contract” and “a narrow 
and sho: t sighted policy.”’

MILES BECOMES 
“MOVIE” ACTOR 


Retired Lieutenant General of 
Army Wil} Take Part in 
Indian Battles. 


KING AND BALDWIN ALSO. 


Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles. retired; Brig. 
Gen. Charles King, soldier and author, and 
several other distinguished eoldiers of the 
Indian wars will arrive in Chicago this morn- 
ing on their way to the Pine Ridge Indian 
agency, near Rushville, Neb. 

There, in full uniform, with a big following 
of regulars, the old soldiers are to engage in 
a new battle, but they will face nothing more 
deadly than a few hundred Indians armed 
with blank cartridges—and a motion picture 
camera. 


Approved by Secretary Garrison. 
Gen. Miles and his companions were per- 
suaded to take part in the drama by the ap- 
proval of Secretary Garrison of the war de- 
partment and Secretary of the Interior Lane. 
The object is to perpetuate in the “ movies "’ 
some of the scenes of the Custer campaign 
with the principal roéles taken by men who 
actually figured in the fights of that period. 
Gen. Miles’ principal activities in the In- 
dians wars were as leader of the expeditions 
against Geronimo and Natchez. Gen. King 
figured in the warsas captain of artillery and 
cavalry. Equally interesting was the work 
of Brig. Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, breveted 
major for gallantry in his attack on the camp 
of Sitting Bull on Red Water river, Mont., 

and also recipient of two medals of honor. 


Humphrey and Maus, Too. 

Others in the list of new entrants of the 
movies’ “profession” are Maj. Gen. 
Charlies F. Humphrey and Brig. Gen. Marion 
P. Maus. The latter graduated from West 
Point at the outbreak of the serious Indian 
troubles and saw many years of service in 
the numerous campaigns down to the Sioux 
campaign of 1890 on the exact spot where he 
is now to act for the movies. 

Barlier he had fought the Nez Perces and 
Sioux and Apaches all the way from Mon- 
tana to Mexico.

REXROAT MURDER 
CLEWS NARROWED 
TO ‘MR. SPENCER’ 


Widower of Slain Dancer Has 
Allbi, but Is Arrested by 
Sheriff of Du Page. 


LETTER MYSTERY SOLVED 


Writer of Document Proves to Be 
Man Living at Congress, and 
Unknown to Victim. 


NOTE WAS ABOUT STROSNIDER GANG 


Two theories concerning the murder of 
Mrs. Mildred Allison Rexroat, the tango 
teacher shot and thrown on the railroad 
tracks near Wayne, Ill., Friday night, were 
smashed yesterday by an extremely active 
day of investigation by Du Page county of- 
ficers. These were the results of the in- 
quiry: 

The mystery of the torn letter found 
near the body was solved when it was 
found to have been destroyed by Ralph 
Coleman, a young man living at Wayne, 
who received it from Charles E. Herron, & 
guest at the Congress hotel. 

Everett A. Rexroat of Macomb, IIl., the 
widower, established an alibi to cover 
his whereabouts the night of the murder. 
He was at his father’s farm, according 
to a number of witnesses, and could not 
have been at Wayne. 

Despite Rexroat’s alibi he was taken into 
custody and held at the demand of Sheriff 
Kuhn. who was expected to return with him 
to Wheaton early today. 


Spencer Only Clew Left. 

The two developments left State's Attorney 
Hadley and Sheriff Kubn only the clew fure 
nished by Mrs. Rexroat’s introduction of a 
man named “ Spencer’ as the one who per- 
suaded her to go to Wayne on the pretext 
that her services were-quanted by a dancing 
class there. A close d ion of “ Mr, 
Spencer” was furnished by the head of @ 
dancing school he attended In company 
with the slain woman. 

Vainly the investigators sought a trace of 
this man’s identity. 

W. H. Allison, the woman's first husband, 
from whom she obtained a divorce last 
March, and Rexroat, the farmer’s son te 
whom she was secretly married in May, were 
unable to suggest who the man might be, 


Scouts Theory of Robbery Alone, 

Two diamond rings given to her dis 
appeaied with her death, but State's Attor~ 
ney Hadiey was reluctant to believe she 
wés lured to the lonely spot beyond Wheaton 
for the purposes of robbery alone. He and 
otherg active with him were confident the 
map was intimately acquainted with Mra. 
Rexroat. 

Mr. Hadley and a special assistant, C. H. 
Flummer, raced into Chicago on the trail of 
the writer of the torn up letter. They found 
wim at the Congress hotel, on the stationery 
of which the letter was written. 

Hie convinced them that the finding of the 
missive was a trick of fate that incidentally 
uncovered some bold operations of the 
“* Strosnider gang,”’ the men involved as fake 
wire tappers in the Kirby bank case and 
known as confidence men of the most danger- 
ous sort. 


Warrant Out for Rexroat. 

. Sheriff’ Kuhn remained in. Wheaton until 
evening looking for developments itn the caze 
and then started for Macomb with a warrant 
for Rexroat, sworn out by a constable on the 
advice of the state’s atto:ney. 

In the meantime a reporter for THs Trip- 
UNE had visited Macomb and had talked to 
Rexroat and the neighbors he named as wit- 
nesses of his presence on his father’s farm 
Thureday, Friday, and Saturday. At the 
supposed hour of the murder Rexroat was 
sitting at home with members of his family; 
and there were two neighbors present who 
were confident he could not have b. en in Chie 
cago at 6:30 Friday evening, the hour when 
the woman now dead met the man who took 
her to Wayne on the Aurora, Elgin and Chie 
cago interurban line. 


Letter Mystery Solved. 

The mystery of the torn up letter proved 
the more exciting of the two branches of the 
inquiry made by the Du Page officers. It 
was this missive that contained the word 
‘* gang."’ a reference to “ all the money you 
want " and to the Dunham farm, near which 
the murder was committed. 

The signature seemed to be that of “ B. 
Herron,” and an inquiry for a man of that 
name at the Congress hotel failed to reveal 
the writer. Closer scrutiny showed that the 
full name was Charlies E Herron. When this 
had been learned it was met by the fact that 
a Charlies E. Herron had been at the hotel 
for several weeks and that he had been miss- 
ine for a day or two. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock in the evening State's 
Attorney Hadley was notified Herron had 
come into the hotel. With Mr. Plummer, 
who had been aiding h'm and Sheriff Kuhn, 
he raced into the city and went directly to 
Herron’s room. Thinking they were news- 
paper men he answered every question fully, 
exonerating himself in their eyes. 

He also told the story of the contents of the 
letter, revealing the latest reported offenses 
of the Strosnider gang. It covered the “ rais- 
ing” of stock certificates and the use of a 
revolver in a downtown barroom. 


Writer Proves His Standing. 
Herron isa former Yukon m.nei an. former 
chairman of the Republican territorial com- 
mittee. He now is raising money for the evee- 
tion of a concentrator at the Liberty copper 
mine in the state of Washington. He pro- 
duced credentials to prove his standing in the 
mining world. He also showed where he had 
been during the t:me he was reported to have 
been missing. 

Strosnider became acquainted with him 
through Bruce Kirkman, and a few days later 
said he had a friend who could sel! some of 
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to be J. R. Wiley and a third man, who acted 


later as messenger for the two, was E. K. 


Buckminster. 
Herron turned over several certificates of 


stock to them, and after some difficulty in } 


obtaining a report from them, recovered all 
the certificates uxcept one. 

For this one he received $500, the price he 
had put on it, and she was not aware of the 
game being played until he examined one of 
those returned. This, a 2,000 share certifi- 
cate, had been raised to 20,000 shares.. His 
suspicion of what had been done with the 
Missing one was verified when Wile asked 
him to “ hold out ’ the transfer of the stock 
covered by the missing certificate. This was 
issued for 600 shares and Wile said it had 
been raised to 15,000 shares. 


Tried to Locate Certificate. 

“YT told him I would not do it,” said Her- 
ron, “and immediately made every effort 
to locate that certificate. A telephone call 
from Gary, Ind., made me suspect they might 
have found a victim there, so I &bdvertised in 
the Gary papers as well as in the Chicago 
papers, asking anybody who had bought 
any of the stock. I also hired detectives, 
But haven't located the purchaser yet. I 
want to if possible.” ? 

Herron tnen told how he had seen Stro- 
snider in the Grand Pacific hotel and how he 
was followed to a basement bar nearby. He 
was fa@ea@by Wile and four men, who com- 
pelled him to-sign a receipt showing he had 
received all his certificates except the one for 
which he was paid $500. 

Ralph Coleman was the first emissary 
sent by the gang. He had been stung, he 
gaid later, and did not know what was being 
Gone, After Herron discovered the nature 
of the operations he wrote to Coleman ask- 
ing for verification of the amounts of stock 
stipulated in the certificates when they 
were turned over. This was the letter Cole- 
man destroyed for fear it would come to 
the eyes of relatives, who did not know of his 
expensive experience with Strosnider. 


Coleman Tells His Story. 

State's Attorney Hadley and Mr. Riummer 
geturned to Wheaton after leaving Chicago. 
_ By the time they arrived young Coleman and 
his uncle, Charles Coleman, were in Mr. Hada- 
ley’s office. 

“ That letter I tore up last Tuesday,” said 
the boy. “I was on my way down to the sid- 
ing to unload some horses for the Dunham 
farm at the time, and happened to throw the 
' scraps of paper in a spot near where three 
days later this woman was killed. On Friday 
evening I was at home all the time.” 

The elder Coleman corroborated the boy’s 
story of the trip to the siding on Friday, and 
also the alibi of Friday night. Both will 
appear at the inquest this morning—the in- 
quest at which the dead woman's two hus- 
bands will meet. 


Rexroat Clears Himself, 

Everett A. Rexroat, the widower, made a 
complete statement clearing himself of all 
suspicion in connection with the death of his 
wife. 

Seated in the parlor of his father’s farm- 
house, ten miles from Macomb, Rexroat re- 
lated to a TRIBUNE réporter the details of 
his life with the woman and accounted for 
all his movements from the day Mrs. Rex- 
roat left the farm to go to Chicago until the 
moment he was speaking. 

His statements were corroborated by every 
member of the Rexroat household and a 
_ mumber of farmer neighbors who had seen 
him and spoken with him last Thursday, 
Friday, and Saturday. Macomb !s the coun- 
ty seat of McDonough county, 202 miles from 
Chicago on the Burlington railroad. 


At. Home When Murder Occurred. 

At the hour the tragedy is believed to have 
eccurred—between 7:30 and 8 o’clock last 
Friday evening—Rexroat said he was home 
at the farmhotse spending the evening with 
Géorge and Albert Barclay, owners of a farm 
mext to the Rexroat farm. The statement 
Was corroborated by George Barclay, who 
@aid he and his brother went to the Rexroat 
farm that evening to see Everett's father, 
William Rexroat, about “‘ doctoring ” one of 
their horses. 

They were with Everett, they said, from 
about 7:45 until 10:30 in the evening. The 
elder Rexroat and his son-in-law, James 
Kirkpatrick, were attending a horse show 
that evening at Vermont, sixteen miles away. 
They returned home about midnight. The 
elder Rexroat and Everett slept together. 


Both Ready to Appear. 

Both father and son said they are willing 
to come to Chicago or Du Page county and 
tell the authorities everything they know 
concerning the affair. , 

“ We have nothing to hide,” said the elder 
Rexroat. “If the authorities want us we 
are here, and anything we can do to help 
clear up the mystery wé shall be glad to 
do. All we know is that she left her some 
weeks ago and we haven't seen her since.” 

Everett is 30 years old, six feet one inch in 
height, and has dark hair and dark brown 
eyes. His complexion is sallow and he does 
not appear physically vigorous. His father 
said his son has been in poor health since he 
was 16 years old and that he has undergone 


two operations. 
When Everett was told the police suspected 


him, he said: 

** Do they actually think I did it? 

Death Great Shock, Says Husband. 

“Her death was a great shock to me. 
When I first heard of it Saturday night I 
couldn't eat my supper. Somebody in Chi- 
cago tried to get us here on the telephone, 
but we couldn't hear good and so we didn’t 


learn much of the details.”’ 
“ Where were you on Friday, Sept. 26?” he 


was asked. 

“I was home all day. Most of the day I 
spent in the house, except for trips out in the 
stable and around the outhouses. I ate sup- 
per about! 6 o’clock, and after supper my

Stayed Talking to Sister. 

“JY stayed in the house talking with my 
sister, Mrs. Kirkpatrick.”

Father does 
some horse doctoring occasionally. When 
they learned father was away they stayed 
with me a while, chatting until about 10:30. 
Then they went home and I went to bed. 
Father and Jim came home avout midnight 
and father slept in the same bed with me 
that night. : 

“Where were yeu on Thursday, Sept. 257" 

“I was over at a neighbor's, repairing an 

automobile. I went over to M. I. Burnham's 
farm in the morning, Axed the car, and got 
back home about 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The rest of the day 1 spent around the house, 
looking after my automobile tools and doing 
oddsandends. I went to bed that night about 
10 o'clock. 
“ Saturday I was home all day, doing odds 
and ends. I haven't been out of the county 
since my wife left here on Aug. 26, except 
once. That was three weeks ago, when I 
went with my father to Keokuk, Ia., to see 
my mother, who is there taking rheumatic 
cures. We also took a look at the new dam. 
That was on a Sunday, and wé6 returned 
home the same night.” 


Never Registered with Woman. 

“T never registered at a Chicago hotel with 
a@ woman as my wife. I lived successively at 
the Holland house, the Harvard hotel, and 
the Netherland hotel. : 

**I first went to Chicago about a year ago 
First I worked a short time at the Illinwis 
Central shops at Burnside. I then lived at 
Ninety-sixth street and Cottage Grove ave- 
nue. It was while I was in Chicago at'that 
time that I met Mrs. Allison. I went to Sane 
Souci park one evening. She was working 
there serving soft drinks, and we struck up 
an acquaintance. 

“Then I went hack home, but later re- 
turned to Chicago, because I wanted. to learn 
the automobile trade. I got a job in the :e- 
pair shop of the ierce-Arrow company at 
2301 Armour avenue, where I worked until 
last June. 


Took Her Home for Visit 

“ Along in April I took Mrs. Allison with 
me for a visit here to the farm tp introduce 
My father and I then 
chipped in and bought her a diamond engage- 
ment ring. We were married at Crown Point, 
Ind., on May 26. She suggested that we go 
there because of the I!linois law, and she told 
me lots of people do that when they are di- 
vorced.”’ 

At this point the elder Rexroat broke into 
the narrative. 

“When she was down here the first time, 
last April,” said he, ‘“‘she acted sort of 
queer, I thought, because she took me aside 
and braced me for money. I said to her: 
‘Now, look here, you ain't a member of the 
family yet, so take care. Don’t come at me 
so suddenlike.’ 

“You can imagine I didn’t take to that idea 
right off the bat like that. But I told both 
of them this: ‘ You are both of age and old 
enough at that to know what you are doing. 
If you want to marry each other, go ahead.’ ” 

“What did she say?” 

“O, she said I ought to think of my boy and 
sort of help him along and get him started 
at something so he could make some money. 
I told her I had helped him all his life and 
given him ail sorts of starts, and now I 
thought it was about time he was doing some- 


thing for himself.” 


Son Resumes His Story. 

The interrup:§1 ended and Everett re- 
sumed his narrative: 

“We returned from Crown Point the same 
day we were married and lived in a furnished 
room at 119 East Twenty-fifth street until 
we went home :o the farm. When I quit 
my job at the Pierce-Arrow shop I went to 
work for the Velie Auto company, 1615 Michi- 
gan avenue, as a chauffeur. I have a chauf- 
feur’s license. All this time I had in mind 
starting an auto repair shop down home, and 
my wife thought she could open a dancing 


school down here. - 
“TI quit my job on Aug. 22, and spent sev~

In addition to regular farming he 
raises horses and mules on a large scale. In 
this part of the business Kirkpatrick, his 
son-in-law, is a partner. 

There are eight brothers and two sisters 


of the Rexroat generation to which Everett’s | 


father belongs, all prosperous and highly 
regarded in the county. 

Neighbors said their word “is as good as 
gold.’' The elder Rexroat is a justice of the 
peace of McDonough county and has served 
several terms as a member of the board of 
assessors. The father of the big family, 
James Rexroat, who is 87 years old, is living 
in the county and still working his farm. 

Dr. A. P. McKee, sheriff of the county, who 
lives in Macomb, received a telephone inquiry 
during the day from the authorities of Du 
Page county regarding Everett's movements 
during the last few days. He said he could 
give them no information. as he had not seen 
Everett in town in several weeks. 


Dancemaster Describes “Spencer.” 

The following description of the man whv 
was introduced by Mrs. Rexroat as “ Mr. 
Spencer "’ was given THE TRIBUNE yester- 
day by Prof. Frank L. Oleson, head of a 
dancing academy at 469 East Thirty-first 
street: 

“ He has a full forehead,”’ said Oleson, “a 
thin pointed nose, sharp pointed chin, brown 
hair, #teel blue eyes that have a peculiar look 
and impress you as being weak; cheeks nei- 
ther full nor hollow, but which come straight 
from cheekbone to chin. His face, seen from 
the front, has a flat appearance and is red. 
His neck is very short and thick and his 
hands are thick and short and rough, as 
though he had done considerable work. His 
shoulders are very peculiar, square in shape, 
and blocky.

“ Wednesday night last Roy White danced 
the last dance with Mrs. Allison, as we called 
her, and offered to buy her a lemonade. We 
had closed up the concession, however, and 
‘Spencer’ had asked the privilege of taking 
Mrs. Allison to her home. 

“ White then said, ‘ Let me buy you both 
a drink somewhere.’ They went to a café 
and had something to drink, I understand. 

"On Thursday night Mrs. Allison intro- 
duced ‘Spencer’ to me. I had seen him sev- 
eral times before, of course, but had not been 
introduced.” 


Story of Allison Divorce. 

How Mrs. Rexroat, before obtaining her 
divorce from her fitst husband, endeavored 
to secure the services of a detective agency in 
securing evidence against Allison was told 
yesterday by Mrs. M. BE. Holland, 4332 Michi- 
gan avenue, head of the Holland detective 
service. Mrs. Holland also brought to light 
Mrs. Rexroat’s statement that she gave 
money to Rexroat following their marriage. 

* Mrs. Rexroat came to see me about @ year 
ago,"' said Mrs, Holland, “‘ She asked me to 
do some detective work for her, saying that 
her husband, then Mr. Allison, was trying to 
rid himself of her. 

“ “Isn't this e@ good deal of imagination on 
your part?’ I asked her. 

‘““* No,’ she said, ‘my husband hae ill 
treated me.’ 


Beaten by Husband, She Said. 
“She then told me that a few days pre- 
viously Allison had knocked her down. She 
Said that while she was lying on the floor he 
had kicked her several times in the abdo- 
men. This took place, she stated, in the 
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presence of her son, Lyman. As proof afher * 


assertions she took off her clothing and ex- 
hibited several black and blue spots on her 
body. She was in a serious condition at the 
time, and later, after she had been taken to 
the Washington Park hospital, the child that 
was born did not live a day. 

“ A week before she obtained her divorce 
she again visited me. She offered me $25 
if I would testify in her behalf. I told her 
that I did not believe that it was right for 
her to leave her children, but she replied 
that she did not want them, and that, as 
they were all boys, Allison could care for 
them better than she.

‘I would have saved more, 
only that I’ve had to hetp out my friend 
with some of it. My friend also advised-me, 
when getting my divorce, to ask for alimony 
from Mr. Allison.’ 

“T advised her to return to her family, but 
this she would not do. It is my frank opin- 
ion that, despite Allison's alleged ill treat- 
ment of her, she loved him better than any 
other man, her affection for Rexroat being 
only an infatuation.”’ 

Fred Paulman, the manager of the Pierce- 
Arrow company, said that Rexroat brought 
a woman to the garage whom he introduced 
as his wife. This was before the time of Mrs. 
Rexroat’s divorce from Allison. He then 
corroborated the remainder of Rexroat’s 
story as to his stay in Chicago. 


Allison and Wife Friends. 

It developed during the day that Allison 
and his divorced wife remained close friends 
until the last.

Italian Troops Sent to Marino 
, +Convention to Stop Anti- 
' Clerical Riots. 


FORTY WOUNDED IN ROW. 


Outbreak Follows Triumphant 
Entry Into Town of Pope’s 
Representative. 


- 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ROME, Sept. 28.—The people of Marino, a 
town thirteen miles from here, today wit- 
messed the spectacie of a cardinal! driving 
through the streets with a imilitary escort, 
like a royal prince. The occasion was the 
Seventh annual Catholic ccnvention. 

When the announcemeat was made tnat 
the convention would be held at Marino the 
anti-Clericals threatened to make trouble, 
and street riots were feared. 

The anti-Clericals also arsanged a rnonster 
meeting to coincide with tae time of holding 
of the convention. The police forbade this 
_Meeting, however, and the government sent 
two battalions of infantry and a thousand 
carabineers to preserve order and enforce 
the police prohibition. 


Cardinal Finds Escort. 

When Cardinal Agliardi left the palace at 
Albano to go to Marino to preside at the con- 
vention he found fifty mounted carabineers 
and detectives on bicycles drawn up outside. 

When Cardinal Agliardi saw the escort 


. waiting for him he said to his secretary: 


“I fear nothing. I am 80 years old, and at 
my age it is the same thing whether I die 


in e carriage or in bed.” 


As the cardinal's carriage started the bicy- 
cle police formed lines alongside the vehicle 
and the officers in command of the cara- 
bineers rode beside each window, with troop- 
ers grouped at the rear, the arrangement be- 
ing the same as when the king goes out in 
similar fashion. 

In this manner the representative of the 
pope entered Marino amidst the cheers of 
thousands of Catholics.. A high papal mass 
Was celebrated, and the cardinal delivered 
his inaugu:al address to the convention with- 
out any untoward incident. After blessing 
the crowd, Cardina! Agliard! returned to the 
Palace at Albano with the same princely 
escort. 

Forty Wounded in Row. 

There was a street row between the anti- 
Clericals and Catholics later on, and the 
police had a hard time in restoring order 
About forty persons were wounded, and more 
than a hundred arrests were made. 


SiR ALFRED EAST, ARTIST, DIES. 


Painter on Recent Chicago Visit De- 
clared Americans Are Cowards 
in Judging Art. . 


LONDON, Sept. 28.—Sir Alfred East, presi- 
Gent of the Royal Society of British Artists, 
died today. He was born in 1848. 

He was knighted in 1910. He received gold 
medals at London, Paris, Munich, and Barce- 
lona. Some of his works are shown in the 
Carnegie Art gallery at Pittsburgh, the Art 
institute at Chicago. and other American 
galleries. ‘ 3 

While on a visit to Chicago in January, 1910, 
Sir Alfred expressed the opinion that ‘“Ameri- 
cans are courageous in action, but cowards 
in judging art.’’” He declared that they ac-. 
cept the opinions of others and that the 
United States must develop an art of its own.

NAUGHTY PASSAGES LEFT IN 


Special Performance of “Samson et 
Dalila” Asked by Ruler. 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—A Franco-German al- 
liance was announced here today, but it is 
an alliance of individuals, and not of thetwo 
nations. 

M. Camille Saint-Saéns, the French com- 

poser, who came here to conduct @ special 
performance of his “ Samson et Dalila ’’ at 
the Royal opera house today, learned with 
disgust that the management had refused to 
produce it uhless certain passages were cut 
out. 
The kaiser on learning of the arrival of 
Saint-Saéns sent him a telegram of welcome. 
Saint-Saéns telegraphed his thanks, but 
added that he regretted that the changes 
which had been made would prevent him 
from fulfilling his work. 

The kaiser replied immediately and allied 
himself on the side of the composer. He in- 
dorsed the objections of Saint-Saéns to the 
elimination, and promised that the opera 
would be given in unemasculated form. The 
emperor gave orders accordingly. 

It was found impossible, however, to give 
the performance tonight, as the cast and 
orchestra had not studied the original play. 
The kaiser thereupon arranged for a special 
performance of the opera on Oct. 12, when 
Saint-Saéns will conduct the full version. 


LEWIS WINS WILSON AS FRIEND. 


President Presents Senator with Auto- 
graph for “Making Good” as 
Democratic Whip. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—[Special.]— 
Woodrow Wilson, presidemt-of the United 
States, has fallen under the epell of James 
Hamilton .Lewils, junior zenator from Illi- 
nols. 

The proof is found in a photograph of the 
president addressed to ‘“‘ My friend, James 
Hamilton Lewis,” and bearing the signa- 
ture of the chief executive, which stands on 
the mantel just behind the senator's desk. 
It was received by Mr. Lewis a few days 
ago and it came as a gift from the White 
House and not upon solicitation. 

The action of the president in so favoring 
Mr. Lewis is ascribed by the jiatter’s col- 
leagues to the fashion in whieh he has 
“made good’ as the whip of the senate.

FEEDING A CITY. 


When the Minneapolis Commercial] asso- 
ciation completed its investigation of the re- 


lation of bad roads to small farming and 


dairying in that district it discovered that 
om account of bad roads the farmers nat- 
urally tributary to Minneapolis took 21 per 
cent of their produce elaewhere—a total of 


$1,413,803. Bad roads “shut the gates” 


of the city on 850 farmers, kept about 4,000 


purchasers out of the markets of the city. 
On the other hand, the farmers of the 
tributary district lost on account of bad 
roads, because of longer routes taken, $61,- 
000; loss of time, $75,000; extra trips, $137,- 
000; inability to haul fertilizer at proper 
‘seasons, $92,000, and because of other rea- 
sons, $221,000—a total of over $608,000. 
In other words, it was estimated that each 
farmer of the district lost $150 a year, or 
$1.70 per acre farmed, or 9 per cent of his 
total crop. He paid as much for bad roads 
as for hired help. He paid $10 more for 


bad roads than for feed for his stock, and 


twenty-five times as much as for fertilizer. 
He paid a bad roads tax of $14.30 per $1,000 
1% per cent on his total investment. 
What the farmer lost on bad roads would 


replace his farm implements every three 


years, the cattle every three years, the 


horses every four years, and all the other 


domestic animals every six months. 


As for the direct loss-to the merchants of 
Minneapolis making deliveries, the com- 


mittee estimated that bad roads cost them 
nearly a million, taking the percentage of 
loss to farmers as a basis.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


AXE-WEIMAR’S SOVEREIGN 
GRAND DUKE Is one of the wealthi- 
est sovereigns in Kurope; stolid, well 
behaved, imbued with great pride of 
race, and a strict sense of what is due 

the anointed of the lord. He is also one 
of the most severely respectable and proper 
of German rulers. 

Yet an unhappy fate seems to pursue his 
wives. The first of his consorts, the lovely 
Princess Caroline of Reuss, was literally 
forced into the match, and even at the last 
moment when all the royal and imperial 
guests were assembied for the wedding, she 
drew back and was only with difficulty, per- 
suaded by the Kaiser and the Empress to go 
on with the ceremony. 

She found life at Weimar, and especially 
the rigid etiquette of its court, intolerable 
and created a sensation by taking to flight 
and seeking refuge in Switzerland, where she 
was rejoined some time later by her husband, 
it being thoroughly understood that her flight 
was not in the nature of an elopement, but 
merely because she could not stand her ad 
tourage at Weimar. 

She was eventually induced to return, but 
lost health, lapsed into melancholia, and died 
after only eighteen months of marriage, the 
circumstances of her death being such as'to 
give foundation for the widespread reportito 
the effect that she had taken her own life 
while in a fit of intense despondency. 

After five years of widowhood the grand- 
duke in 1910 married Princess Feodore of 
Saxe-Meiningen, granddaughter of the reign- 
ing Duke of Saxe-Meiningen, who has borne 
him two children, one of them a son, at peye- 
ent a little over a year old. 

And now comes the news from Weimar 
that the young grand duchess, who is only 
28 years of age, has lost her reason and has 
been placed under restraint in a sanitarium. 


oe 


The immediate causes of her mental af- 
fiction are ascribed to a severe attack of 
scariet fever and of measles by which she 
was stricken some time ago and which she 
seems to have got while visiting a foundling 
asylum which she had established at Saxe- 
Weimar and in which she took great interest. 

But there were already before that stories 
current to the effect that she was unhappy 
at Weimar and that if she devoted herself 
to the care and supervision of this foundling 
hospital of hers it was to escape in a measure 
the intense and crushing ennui of her married 
life. 

No one is willing to allege that the grand 
duke is a cruel husband. But his court is 
one of the most etiquette ridden of all Ger- 
many, @ court to which only the pen of Thack- 
eray could do justice and where po ane 
is considered as important and as imm ° 
as the laws of the Medes and Persians. It 
envelopes royalties there in a species of cap- 
tivity, and while the grand duke lends him- 
self thereto, and is too conservative to admit 
of any change, it crushes with its tra 
the more spirited members of his family. 

It was this etiquette which erected a bar- 
rier not only between the grand duchess and 
her husband but even between herself and 
her very infant children; for she was de- 
prived by ceremonial of the thousafhd and 
one of those joys which a young mother finds 
in the care, the nursing, and the tending of 
her little ones. She was far more to 
fondle the babies in her foundling um 
than her own children.

Of course, her condition has served to 
recall the fact that there is a strain of in- 
sanity, not in the family of the grand 
duchess but in that of her husband. For 
his Dutch grandmother was a daughter of 
the crazy Czar Paul, while another of his 
ancestresses, Grand Duchess Marie Pau- 
lovna of Saxe-Weimar, was also a daughter 
of that monarch, who was assassinated be- 
cause he had developed a homicidal mania. 

The present grand duke is very dull and his 
court and environment refiect his character 
in this respect to such an extent that Wei- 
mar has become the dreariest capital in 
Europe. Formerly it enjoyed international 
renown as an intellectual center, first as the 
headquarters of Goethe and afterward as 
the favorite home of the Abbe Liszt. In 
their times Weimar was regarded as a 
bourne of pilgrimage by all who were in- 
terested in poetry and music. But today the 
only strangers who visit Weimar do go for 
the purpose of seeing the tomb of Goethe 
and of inspecting his residence, which has 
been arranged as a museum for the exhibi- 
tion of Goethe relics. 

Those who have been tempted while at 
Weimar to secure permission to visit the 
palace will perhaps be able to appreciate 
the depressing influence that residence there 
is likely to have exercised upon a tempera- 
ment so lively as that of the former Prin- 
cess Feodore of Saxe-Meiningen, whose girl- 
hood had been particularly happy and un- 
trammeled, and who needed sunshine and 
freedom. 

The palace was formerly the medieval 
fortress of Hornstein, and was subsequently 
known as the Wilhelmsburg and as the bas- 
tille, many atrocious cruelties having been 
perpetrated in its dungeons. Indeed, if ever 
there was a palace of gloomy memories and 
that deserved to be haunted by the accus- 
ing specters of the victims of the tragedies 
which it had witnessed in olden times, it is 
this home of the Grand Duke of Saxe- 
Weimar.

All the hopes of the people of Saxe-Weimar 
are centered upon the grand duchess’ 12 
months old boy, failing whom the throne 
would descend to the utterly discredited 
Prince William of Saxe-Weimar, who, exiled 
from the duchy, makes his home at Heidel. 
berg, where hie daughter, Princese Sophia, 
has just blown out her brains in consequence 
of an unfortunate love affair. 

He lives at Heidelberg on a gmal! allowance 
from the grand duke, the payment of which 
is conditional upon his refraining from any 
attempt to set his foot on Saxe-Weimar ter- 
ritory. His eldest son, in turn, ex-Prince 
Herman, has been deprived of his royal pre- 
rogatives and rank, turned out of the Ger- 
man army, reduced to the status of an or- 
dinary noble under the name of Count Ost- 
heim, and has warrants out for his errest in 
Austria for fraud, while in England he has 


‘been wanted for some time by the Bank- 


ruptcy court there. 

The grand duke is himself second in the line 
of succession to the crown of Holland, and 
in the event of anything untoward happen- 
ing to the only daughter of Queen Wil- 
helmina, weule om the latter's death Las

NO. CHANCE OF SPLIT. 


Compromise Between Sullivan 
and Dunne Democrats Al- 
most Certain. 


_ Democratic political leaders not affiliated 

with the H.-H. -ring are preparing to give 
County Judge John E. Owens a hard fight for 
reélection to the bench. Both the Dunneand 
Sullivan factions are now grooming candi- 
dates to oppose Owens for the renomination 
for which he will be put up by the H.-H. fac- 
tion, he being one of the most important and 
pliant cogs in the Hearst-Harrison machine. 
Michael Igoe, state representative, is said to 
be the man selected by Gov. Dunne and Wil- 
liam L. O’Connell to make the race, while 
Joseph Kelley has been promised the sup- 
port of the Sullivan men. 


Will Take No Chances. 

It is almost certain that the anti-H.-H. men 
will not take chances upon a split vote to 
defeat Owens and that a compromise will be 
brought about which will select either Kelley 
or Igoe to run against Owens. The County 
judgeship always has been an important 
factor in the upbuilding of an organization, 
holding as it does the control of the election 
machinery of the county, the appointment of 
judges and clerks of election, and the like. 

Judge Owens’ action in the last county con- 
vention, when he took possession of the Sev- 
enth Regiment armory with the aid of the 
police and shut out the Sullivan delegates 
has put him beyond the pale so far as the 
Sullivan men are concerned: The Dunne 
adherents are none too friendly to Owens, and 
they are seeking a candidate to defeat him, if 


possible. 


Popular with Dunne Leaders. 

_” Jgoe has his legislative record behind him, 
and although not generally known to the 
voters is personally popular with the Dunne 
leaders. Kelley was Sullivan's candidate for 
the state's attorneyship nomination, which 
was obtained by Maclay Hoyne. Personal 
friends of these two men have already started 
their campaign work in order to be on the 
field early. Before primary day, it is almost 
certain that either one or other will retire 
and place the renomination directly up to an 
H.-H. or anti-H.-H. question.

Bernard Darwin. golf editor of the 
London Times, presents in the ap- 
pended story his views of the Glen 
View golf links and ths “Twa Day” 
tourney held there on Friday and Sat- 
urday. This article is one of the 
series on the leading golf courses of 
the United States which Mr. Darwin 
—through the courtery of Lord North- 
cliffe, owner ef the London Times—is 
writing for “The Tribune” and the 
Londos Times. 


BY BERNARD DARWIN. 

It is no disrespect to the golf at Glen View 
to say that the best part of the course is 
its scenery. The golf is very agreeable, but 
the scenery is better. The view that a tree 
is not a proper hazard is beginning to be 
old fashioned and there are now many 
courses where one plays or attempts to play 
straight down a forest glade, but at no sin- 
gle one of these are there more fascinating 
trees or avenues of turf that wind more pret- 
tily between them. When autumn is be- 
ginning to turn greens into yellows with an 
- @ecasional splash of red, on a fine sunshiny 
day with just a suggestion of bite in the 
eool breeze, it would be difficult te find a 
more attractive spot. 

As to the serious business of golf, one has 
@ suspicion that the course, like many oth- 
ers, must have been a better and more diffi- 
cult one with a gutty ball, and further that 
the authorities have not made any very 
desperate efforts to remedy the ravages 
made by the ingenious Mr. Haskell. 


Course Not Very Difficult. 

The shots are pleasant and entertaining 
enough to play, the greens are good and 
smooth, as all American greens seem to be. 
They are also in many cases of a sufficient 
curliness to make fours turn unaccountably 
into fives. But when all is said and done, the 
eourse is not very long nor very difficult. 

That is subject to one important 
proviso, t the player must be playing his 
mashie properly and must not have in the 
back of his mind the fear of a “ fluffed ’’ 
pitch. If he has, then he will lose a vast 
number of good balls in a little stream which 
winds across the courée in the most bewilder- 
ing manner. a 

The harassed golfer pitches safely over it 
at one hole and then starts off at another 
bole, apparently in an entirely different di- 
rection. There cannot possibly bea stream 
in the way this time, he says cheerfully to 
himself, and yet there is. The stream has 
doubled back in some mysterious manner 
and there it is again in front of the green, 
ae an expectant and impudent grin at 


Stream Takes Varied Course. 

Tt guards the tenth green. It has to be car- 
rie@ with the tee shot to the eleventh. It is 
guarding the twelfth again and guarding it 
wnoommonly closely, so that the pitch must 
be played at once delicately and boldly. After 
the twelfth hole (I starté4 at the tenth), I 
gave up keeping count of the vagaries of 
that stream. I tried to disregard it in a 
dignified manner, but I retain a general im- 
pression that it pursued me at intervals 
throughout the round and made my dignity 
very hard to maintain. Where there is no 
etream there is usually a bunker to carfy, 
and the ground béing hard the pitching is 
really a ekiliful and difficult task, but it 
would be idle to deny that there is not rather 
too much of it. : 

If certain holes have to be chosen for par- 
ticular mention, one of them shall be the 
third, where the trees are particularly in 
their glory and the mashie shot has to be 
pitched to just the right spot on the top of. a 
ridge to topple gently down a sloping green 
upon the further side—an approach shot hav- 
ing a faint suggestion of the fifteenth hole 
at Deal, though it is fashioned on a less im- 
posing scale. ; 

Another shall be the eighth, where after 
two very ordinary strokes there is a capital 
pitching shot over a deep grassy ravine on to 
@ green which, after taking three putts upon 
it, one unjustly likens to the roof of a house. 


Holes Lack Distinction. 

One or two of the stream holes deserve 
mention on the way home, and #0 does the 
fourteenth, a short hole of no enormous difi- 
culty but having something of a picturésque 
wave in the ground that makes an inetan- 
taneous appeal. Apart from these, the holes 
are just a little lacking in distinction. 

The interésting thing at Glen View, how- 
ever, was, at any rate to English eyes, not 
the course but the play that was going on 
upoh it. Some years ago Mr. Arthur Balfour 
made his now famous remark about the 
gra@ual “ Scottification” of England by 


On the day of my visit Glen View was cer- 
tainly “ Scottifying "’ itself to the very best 
of ita ability. A tournament was in progress, 

called the “ Twa Days,” and short of actu- 
ally wearing the kilt the players, by their 
devotion to the national beverage and the 
national accent, showed a most enthusiastic 
respect for the original country of golf. The 
doctrine that golf is a Dutch game would 
have met with few supporters at Glen View. 


Big Prize List Bewildering. 

The various competitions“and there were 
60 many simultaneous competitions and so 
many prizes for them as to make a sober 
Saxon’s head spin—were all called by Scot- 
tish names—“ Cock of the Green,” “ Rob 
Roy,’ and so forth. 

There were three pipers and two drummers 
one big man beating a big drum and one 
comparatively small boy beating a sma}! one 
with all the flourish and swagger in embryo 
of @ truly great drummer. These five never 
seemed to rest between the hours of lunch 
and dinner, but earned their hiring by the 
sweat of their brows, parading round and 
round the course. There was ho green so 
remote that the squealing of the Pipes and 
the booming of the drums could not pene- 
trate to it. sending the light hearted Players 
grencing, while the irritable ones missed 
their putts. 

dAghtheartedness was emphatically the 
order of the day. There are a great many 
very young and very good golfers in Chi- 
cago, and therefore the wholesome rule has 
been made that no one under 25 is allowed 
to compete in this particular tournament. 
Most of the players, unless I am doing them 
the gravest injustice, had exceeded that age 
by @ considerable margin, but their behavior 
Was of a surpassing youthfulness that many

to play golf for fun, to sing and shout cheer- 
ily, to smoke a big cigar, and slap his brother 
golfer on the back when that gentleman has 
just emerged from a bunker after playing 
twelve, chooses a secluded course and a small 
party of friends. Not so the American. He 
arranges a complicated tournament, crowds 
his course to its utmost Hmits, and then 
under these superficially rather solemn and 
depressing conditions enjoys himself and 
the game of golf in a way which is a real 
lesson in the art of enjoyment. 

One could not but reflect with a little 
amusement on what some very stern oid 
Scottish golfer would have thought of this 
elaborately Scottish festival. What would 
Mr. George Glennie have said? His famous 
“No gowf at a'—jist monkey's tricks” 
would surely have proved quite inadequate. 


Foursomes in Name Only. 

The competitors all played four-ball 
matches, which, unleas I be deceived, they 
all called foursomes, but these were not 
really matches at all, since each man was 
struggling with his individual medal score. 
By means of these medal scores the players 
qualified themselves for various parties of 
eight in order of merit first, second, and so 
on down to twelve, Then came more four- 
ball contests conducted on some mysterious 
scoring principle whereby A and B were not 
fighting against C and D, who were playing 
with them, but against X and Y, who were 
playing somewhere in the far distance. 

There were special prizes for the best 


t+ gcore over éighteen holes under handicap 


and over thirty-six; for putting competitions, 
for eclectic scores, for the player who should 
‘“play the seventh, eleventh, and fourteenth 
hole most consistently during thirty-six 
holes played on Saturday, and so on. The 
Saxon intellect was quite unable to cope with 
this multiplicity of struggles being simul- 
taneously waged by each member of each 
four-ball match that took its cheerful way 
over the course at a rate of something well 
over three hours to the eighteen holes. 


Players “Qualify” for Dinner. 

Possibly the most important rule printed 
in the conditions of the tournament is this, 
“ All playing the thirty-six holes qualify 
for dinner. Only those who dine at the club 
can qualify for play Saturday or win any 
prize during Twa Days.” At any rate it is 
a rule to which great attention is paid. With 
dinner comes more piping and drumming end 
much singing of the choruses of Mr. Harry 
Lauder’s song, and in short an ebullition 
of high spirits, friendliness and good fellow- 
ship of which no words can convey the faint- 
est impression to the staid British golfer. 

The Twa Days at Glen View must be seen 
to be believed and they are wonderfully 
pleasant in the seeing.

| Athletics vs. Giants—!Secand Basemen

N Larry Doyle, captain and second base- 
man, the Giants have a star ball player, 
ene who can hit, run the bases, and field 
his position with exceptional ability. Also 
he is as aggressive as any Man on the 

team, a man who can think quickly and a 
smart ball player. 

But in spite of all these accomplishments 
the Athletics will excel in this position when 
they battle the Giants for the championship 
of the world, because Eddie Collins is a bet- 
ter hitter, a better base rummer, and a bet- 
ter fielder, besides being Just as aggressive 
and more brililant. 

In Collins, Connie Mack has the estar sec- 
ond baseman of baseball today, taking all 
things into consideration. He is the leading 
batter of the team with an average so far of 
about .342. Doyle, who alweye has hit around 
B00, has fallen off thie season to about .275, 
Collings also is leading his team in stolen 
bases with nearly fifty to his credit, while 
Doyle is only a little over 30.

+ When the Athletics and Giants met two 
years ago, Doyle made a better record in both 
hitting and fielding, than did Collins, In that 
series, Doyle was the life of the whole New 
York team, and the only regular to bat over 
.800 in the six games. Last fall against the 
Boston Red Sox Doyle didnt show up quite 
so well. 

In the world’s series of 1910 between the 
Athletics and Cubs, Eddie Collins turned a 
sensational play early in the series that 
broke up a determined attack by the Cubs 
and probably turned defeat into victory, 
when he dashed away over to his left, came 
up with a hard smash that looked like a base 
hit, and then, instead of throwing the runner 
out at first, which would have satisfied the 
average second baseman, turned and shet 
it to second, forcing a runner there.

It is in the execution of smart and sensa- 
tional plays such as that, along with his bat- 
ting and base running, that has made Eddie 
Collins the greatest second baseman. 

In taking badly thrown balls and still get- 
ting a base runner at second Collins is an 
expert, equaled only by Johnny Evers. He 
is much stronger than Doyle in this respect. 


In one respect Doyle’s batting may prove 
as effective as that of Collins. He is a freer 
hitter and more likely to pole one over the 
right wall fora homerun. Collins gets most 
of his hits in sharp drives to left field, while 
Doyle is inclined to pull more of them to 
right. Both men bat left handed. 

The two stars are similar in dispositions, at 
least as far as they show their inner selves 
on the ball field. Both have an abundance 
of fighting epirit‘/and gameness and are 
natural leaders in attack.

of their operation for the purpose of apply- 
ing his conclusions to the American situation, 
One of the chief problems confronting the 
farmer who raises hogs is to get the hags to 
market by a route which is safe from cholera 
and other hog diseases. Long shipments al- 
ways result in a big loss by death and a great 
loss in the weight of those hogs which sur- 

vive. | 
Throughout the south there is a number of 


cobperative slaughter houses where the 
farmers send their own hogs and cattle, have 
them slaughtered, and then sell the meat. 
These farmers as a rule have found the busi- 
ness a profitable one, and the communities 
with which they deal find the cost of meat 
much lower than elsewhere. 
Paying Proposition in Texas, 

“The success of abattoirs,’’ Dr. Galloway 

says, “rests with the municipalities which 


| establish them, One in Texas was estab- 
, lished after the people voted a bond issue to 


cover the cost of construction, equipment, 
and operation for the first few months. To- 
day it is paying dividends to the city on the 
fees charged the farmers for slaughtering 
and holding their meats, and it is paying a 


dividend to each family in the municipality | 


which patronizes it in lower priced meats. 
“The department is willing to assist mu- 

nicipalities in every way possible, if they de- 

sire to take up the question.

farmers of any county desire to codperate .

A. A.: According to the present theory, it is 
not the heat of the sun which develops freckles 
and tans and burns the skin, but the light from 
its electrical rays (commonly called actinic, 
which merely signifies chemical); and it ig the 
difference in the chemical constituents of the 
pigment of the skin that causes these rays to 
affect some persons more than others. A red- 
dish brown veil is.the best protection against 
these rays; white and blue veils do no good 
whatever, since the rays pass directly through 
them. Before going out of doors anoint. the 
complexion with creme marquise, forcing into 


the pores all they will accept; then dust the 
surface with a good powder. By doing this and 
wearing a brown or a red veil sunburn can be 
prevented. When these precautions are over- 
looked and the surface is burned apply hot 
Water compresses for fifteen minutes and then 
massage well with creme marquise to soothe 
the inflammation.

HELEN: If the cream you are now using 
agrees with your skin there is no reason for 
changing it.

The Egg Plant, or Aubergine. 


HE French cooking journal, “ Culina,” 
in the September number has an ar- 
ticle with recipes on the vegetable of 
the month (le légume du mois), the 
egg plant. As the recipes of this jour- 
nal are reliable, the following are translated, 
with part of the introduction, and given with- 
out first being tested.

“It is the advice of J. Favre in his Diction- 
ary of Cookery that the eggplant is nothing 
of itself, and its success is due only to the 
seasonings and stuffings added to it. But one 
can judge by the recipes following, some sim- 
ple and some complex, that the eggplant can 
be perfectly savory without overloading it 
with divers elements: 

GRILLED EGG PLANT.—" Prepared in the 

simplest manner, that is to say cleaned, sea- 
soned with salt, brushed with oil or butter, 
and broiled, the eggplant is excellent to eat. 
So prepared one can serve it as a vegetable 
or use it as a garnish for eggs, for fowl, for 
sliced meat et cetera, 
' “The eggplant in numerous ways is a gar- 
niture for meat, eggs, and fish. Cut in slices 
or in square morsels, it accompanies scram- 
bled eggs or the omelet. It is perfect -with 
fried chicken, and exquisite in a risotto. It 
completes admirably a mince of mutton, which 
is served under the name of ‘moussaka.’ It is 
even sometimes used in a salad. 

“More than this [let us lower the voice}, it 
is said that cleaned, cut in thin rounds, and 
knowingly dried, it is substituted for dried 
mushrooms by certain not very scrupulous 
merchants. We do not dare believe in such 


an adomination; the eggplant is an nonest | 
vegetable.”

EGGPLANT OF PROVENCE.—“ Here fs pro- 
claimed the triumph of garlic. In the Phani- 
Cian city (Marseilles), the air is saturated 
with a strong odor of garlic which with dimfi- 
culty drowns the combined perfume of the 
orange and pitch and tar (of the ships). On 
this symphony the mistral blows in a tem- 
pest, carrying the healthy odors abroad. But 
in truth the garlic of Provence is less strong 
than that of colder countries. So one can 
use it or likewise abuse it. In order to pre- 
pare the dish of our attention divide the egg- 
Plant; cut it up and fry it in ofl, Add a 
strong mixture of chopped garlic and parsley. 
Brush with oil and bake in a hot oven.” 


CREAMED EGGPLANT.—"This preparation, 
notwithstanding it is very good, ig rarely 
made. Pare and cut the eggplant in trans- 
verse slices, a little thick. Cook or blanch 
slightly in boiling salted water; drain and 
put them to stew in a saucepan with a bit 
of unsalted butter and a pinch of salt. Put 
into a hot vegetable dish and cover with a 
thick cream sauce, sprinkled with a bit of 
paprika to taste.” 

The recipes given for stuffed eggplant are 
rather elaborate and require more work to 
prepare than most home cooks would spend 
upon a vegetable that, as yet, is but moder- 
ately used among us.

TEXTILE MILL WAGES HIGHER: | 


“FULL TIME” HOURS ARE LESS. 


Bureau of Labor Statistics Compiles 
Records of 23 Years Affecting 
333,000 Workers. 


Washington, D, C., Sept. 28.—Wages in 
the cotton, woolen, and silk industries of the 
United States during the last twenty-three 
years have increased to a considerable ex- 
tent, while the nominal “ full time*’ hours 
per week for the principal occupations com- 
bined have decreased, according to the bu- 
reau of labor statistics. These Industries 
employ approximately 333,000 persons. 

Rates of wages per hour for 1912 showed 
the following increases per cent compared 
with the periods indicated: 


Industry. 


As regards recent years, wages in the cot- 
ton industry were 4.5 per cent lower in 1909 
than in 1907; after 1908 they advanced con- 
tinuously. In the woolen industry wages, 
following a decrease of 5.3 per cent in 1908 
as compared with 1907, have advanced con- 
tinuously in recent years. In the silk in- 
dustry wages in 1908 decreased 2.6 per cent 
as compared with 1907, but since 1908 they 
have advanced continuously..
